The great pianist's health is alway s 
so u nreliable that he is heavily insu r­ 
ed both for "life” and against loss of 
bu siness. 
His hand alone has been 
"covered” for as mu ch as £ 10.000. 
A 
good deal of Paderewski’s ill 
health Is du e to the state of his 
nerves, for he is an intensely emotion­ 
al man. 
Some time ago he said that 
the secret of mu sic is emotion. "Emo­ 
tion,” he declared, “is the principle of 
mu sic, the fou ndation and finishing 
tou ch of art.” 
Apart from his chronic neu ritis, Pad­ 
erewski has been extremely u nfortu ­ 
nate in the m atter of ill health. 
Re­ 
peatedly for this reason he has had 
to cancel lengthy engagements worth 
scores of thou sands of pou nds. An at­ 
tack of spotted fever five y ears ago 
cau sed him to lose a three months’ 
tou r in America at a fabu lou s salary . 
This was followed by a railway acci­ 
dent, necessitating two operations. 
One of Paderewski’s minor worries 
is the persistent au tograph hu nter, 
who gets terribly on his nerves. George 
Grossmith once came to his relief 
when he was being pestered by the 
signatu re seekers. 
Grossmith ru ffled 
his hair to make it like the mu sician’s 
pictu resqu e mane and ru shed wildly 
into the hall of the hotel, screaming. 
“1 can sign no more; I will sign no 
more.” 
Next day every body was talking of 
the sad case of poor Paderewski, 
whose mind was becoming qu ite u n­ 
hinged.—London M. A. P.
